The 
old king, Alphonso, wanderng as a fagi- 
tive and a vagabond tm the earth implored 
and received the assistance of Yacod Ben 
Yusouf, king of who soon re- 
tired in disgust, in consequence of the as- 
| trological jealousy and indecision of Al- 


phonso. 

By the influence of the female branches 
of the family, some progress was made én 
a reconciliation between Sanche and Aj- 
phonso, pat the latter died before itt was 

pardoning, in his last moments, 
all his subjects except Sancho, 
upon whom and his posterity he pronouh- 
ced the most horrid curses. Sancho was 
crowned at Poledo, bat did not reign long 
in peace. He died in the eleventh year 
of his reign, and conveyed the crown to 
his son Ferdinend, then only nine years of 
age, declaring Maria, the mother of the 
young prince, regent of the kingdom. 


Maria entered upon the administration 
in the midst of storms and tempesis. But 
no woman who was ever invested with 
power, not even the illustrious Desoran 
of Scripture, ever displayed more gteat- 
ness of mind. The historian observes 
that she stood firm against ali the storms 
that encompassed her; ever steady and 
unshaken in the midst of perils; still the 
greater and the more intrepid as dungers 
thickened around her. Attacked from 
every quarter, by the brothers of the late 
king, by the kings of Portuyal, Arragon, 
and Navarre, and by the Moors, she re- 
pulsed them all, concluded her regency 
triumphantly, and delivered the monarchy 
entire to the young king Ferdinand, when 
he had attained the ageof seventeen. He 
was a wesk and vain prince, another Re- 
hoboam, who rejected good and followed 
bad advice, and whose reign was prodne- 
tive of no glory to himself or advantage 
to his country. He died in 1312 while 
marching against the Moors. His suc- 
cessor, 4:fiiouso X}. was but.a year and 
a half old when ins father died, and, amid 
the tumults which ensucd, the transcen- 
dam genius of the vld queen, Maris, shove 
with unrialledtustre.

borne. This produced an acquaintance 
between Mr. Clark and myself. He gave 
me some papers, extracts of which I co- 
pied, and sent to the Secretary of State.— 
These papers related to the affair of Mex- 
ico, and gave rise to a corfversation about 
that country. 


_ Quest. Of what did those papers prin- 
cipally consist ? 

Answ. That is a part of the subject, 
which, I confess, I could have wished io 
Particular not to speak of, as it might be 
disagreeable to Mr. Clark to have it known 
tothe Spanish government he had been 
engaged in making such observations, 
while passing through their territory, as 
these papers seemed to indicate. I will. 
however, not hesitate to submit it to the 
discretion of the Court, upon the princi- 
ples before mentioned.

views ; and that the interview, in which 
this information was commuinicated, was 
sought by ‘myself.

' New-York, Sep. 30. 
From the Gazette Extraordinary. 


Downing-street, August 15, 1809; 

Dispatches, of which the following are 
copies aad extracts, were this day recciv- 
ed at the Office of the Lord Viscount Cas- 
thereagh, one of his Majesty’s Principal 
Secretaries of State, from Litut. Gen. the 
Right Honorable Sir A. Wellesicy, K. B. 
dated Talavera, 29th July, 1809. 

Talavera de la Reyna, July 29, 1809. 
My Lorp, 

Gen. Cuesta followed. the enemy's 
march with his army from the Alberche 
on the morning of the 24th, as far as San- 
ta Olstila, and pushed forward his advan- 
ced guard as far as Torrijos. 

For the reasons stated to your Lord- 
ship in my dispatch of the 24th, I moved 
only two divisions of infantry and a brig- 
ade of cavalry across the Alberche to Caf- 

-alegos, undef the command of Lieut. Gen. 


Sherbrooke, With a view to keep up the 


communhié ation between Gen. Cuesta and 
me, and with Sir R. Wilson’s corps at 
Escolona. : | 

It appears that Gen. Venegas had ‘not 
carried into execution that part of the plan 
of operations Which related to his corps, 
and that he, was still at Damiel, in La 
Mancha; and the enemy inthe course 
of the 25th and 26th, collected all his for- 
ces in this part of Spain, between Torri- 
jos and Toledo, leaving but a small corps 
of 2000 men in that place. 

His united army thus consisted of the 
corps of Marshal Victor, of the Gen. Se- 
bastiani, and of seven or eight thousand 
men the guards of Joseph Bonaparte, and 
the garrison of Madrid, and it was com- 
manicd by Jeseph Bonaparte, aided by 
Marshals Jourdan and Victor, and Gen: 
Sebastiani. __ 

On the 26ih Gen. Cuesta’s advanced 
guard Was attacked near Torrijos, and o- 
bliged to fall back, and the Gen. retired 
with his army on that day to the left bank 

of the Alberche, Gen. Sherbrooke contin- 
wing at Casslegos, and the enemy at Santa 
Olalla. ; “ 

It wis then obvions that the enemy in- 
tended totry the result of a general .ac- 
tion, for which the best position appeared: 


and Gen. Cuesta having consentgd to take 
up this position on the morning of the 27th, 
ordered Gen. Sherbrooke to retire with 
his carps to’its station.in the Jing, leavitig 
Gen. Mackenzie with a division of infant- 
ty and a briyadé'of cavalry as an advan- 


berche, which covered our left flank. 

The positiqn taken up by the troops at 
Talavera extended rather more than two 
miles; the ground was open upon the. 
left, where the British army was station- 
ed, and it was commanded by 2 height on 
Wiseh was, ut eschellon and in. second 
line, a division of infantry under the or- 
dets of Major Gen. Hill. 

There was a Valley between this height 
and a range of thountains still further up- 
on the left, which valley was not at first 
occupied, as it Was commanded by the 
height before mentioned; and the range 
of mountains appeared too distant, to -have 
any influence upon the expected action. 

The right, consisting of Spanish troops, 
extended immediately in front of the town 
of Talavera down to the Tagus. This 
part of the ground was covered by olive 
trees, and much intersected by bunks and 
ditches. The high road leading from the 
bridge over the Alberche was defended by 
a heavy battery in fromt of achurch, whicu 
was occtpicd by Spanish mfuntry. All 
the Avenues to the town were defcnded in

- was fermed in two lines behind tlie banks 
on the roads which ied from the town and 
the tight, to the deft of our position.
